"That watch doesn't look as though 
was 
worth 
much," 
continued the 
'watchmaker, "and yet its owner, who 
Kwas in here a few moments ago, said 
he must have it fixed at any price. 
I 
found a couple of pivots broken, several 
teeth bent, and other damages. 
I told 
him it would cost 
'Fix it up,* ho 
said, 'I don't care if it cost $10 to fix i t 
That watch belongs to my father. 
He 
has had it for many years, long before 
I was born. 
1 don't 
think it could 
keep time enough for a pawnbroker, 
yet he wants it fixed and it must be 
done." 


"Now," continued the watchmaker, 
"that is a very old style of watch. He 
could buy a far better one for the price 
he would have to pay for repairing it, 
and one that would be much more suit- 
able, too. It is a burden to carry such 
a watch. But men liked them when 
they plowed, hammered around trees, 
Cell into rivers, etc. This old watch 
Borvives such mishaps, though it doesn't 
keep 
decent 
time. 
It 
can't. 
Its 
machinery ia too rough and too old to 
keep good time. 


"Yes, there has been a great change 
in the style of watches. 
Years ago 
big watches, with all the flowering that 
could be got on the cases, were the 
rtyle. 
Then came the opposite, and 
plain watches were the demand. The 
lady's wach came, a neat, delicate little 
thing, and the men thought the little 
watches were the ne plus ultra. And 
the jewlers began to l^deck the cases 
with pearls and other stones, and the 
articles brought big prices. 
After a 
time the neat silver watch began to get 
its hooks in, and it was all the rage. 


"Prices for watches have fallen re- 
markably in the last ten years. I re- 
member when people paid $250 and 
1300 for a hunting-case gold watch that 
fou can get for $50 or $60, and some- 
kmes for less. 
The change in price is 
dne to the fact that the makers, after a 
time, found they could make cases 
much cheaper than they had been 
doing. The works were made much 
cheaper by the use of machinery, and 
of course the price fell, being helped 
along by competition."

Oliver H. Morgan killed himself early 
this morning on tbo premises surround- 
ing his fathe r's residence, at the corner 
of East W ashington and Clinton streets 
Oliver Morgan was approaching his 
thirty-second ye ar and has lived in the 
city since childhood. 
He has long been 
engaged as a clerk in the hardware store 
of Morgan & Beach, his father being the 
senior partner, as well as school trustee, 
director in the Old New National 
bank and a gentleman whom the people 
have often honored. 


His son, the unfortnuate victim of this 
sketch, was widely known atd had his 
friends. 
When a mere lad R. G. Mc- 
Niece rebuked in his paper, the Gazette, 
some youthful indiscretions of young 
Morgan and the remorse of that d<iy 
lingered with him, yet some people look 
lightly on a newspaper paragraph. 


He was reoluse and meditative. The 
indalgencies of his father and the pleas- 
ant snrroundings of his home would not 
cheer bis life. From remorse came rest- 
lessness, then insomnia, and of late the 
young man slept a troublous sleep. 
]Last night be was down street, but 
nothing unusual was noted about his 
manner. 
He went home later and re- 
tired, it was supposed, for the night. 
There was no rest for him, and as the bed 
evidenced this morning, he rolled and 
tossed on it. He heard the clocks put 
time behind them without relief or peace 
of mind and at midnight he dressed him- 
self, secured his revolver and proceeding 
to the yard in the rear of bis home he 
sent three bull ets into the region of his 
heart. 


At that hour the household 
heard 
something like the mnflaed report of 
pistol shots, bnt dreamt not that they 
meant such grief to them. 


Mr. 
John 
Mohr, who resides 
just 
across the street, heard the shooting, but 
the report seemed to come from a dis- 
tance off. 
He arose, however, 
listened 
and heard low moaning sounds for a mo- 
ment or two and then all was still. He 
could not locate the pistol shots and the 
mormars of agony together, so he ban- 
ished the matter from his mind, and it 
was then that the soul of the suflfeter 
went on its flight into eternity. 


This morning at 5 o'clock, when the 
servants went into the yard they were 
horrified to find young Morgan lyiQg 
dead near the door steps, with a pistol 
in his hand and blood oozing from the 
wounds in his left breast. 


Hia father and other members of the 
family hastened to the scene of so sad 
a snicide and carried the body into the 
house, where Mr. J . 0. Peltier embalmed 
it preparatory for bnrial. 


ifr. Morgan is stricken with grief at 
the untimely death of his son, to whom 
he was so indulgent, and while Oliver 
H. Morgan had his faults, bis failings 
and his follies, he had the big heart of 
his father, and people'who knew him 
best liked him most.

TBE BOY MURDERER. 


FRED STEIG CAPTURED. 


A Clever Piece ef Work, the Officer 
Being Compelled to Steal His 
Man Away. 


Testerday THBSBNTINBII noted briefly 
that Fred Steig, alias Webber, who es- 
caped from the Cincinnati jail about 
four weeks since, was arrested in the 
country five miles north of this city 
yesterday by Detective Robert Cun- 
ningham, of Cincinnati. Thè detective 
was assisted by Deputy Sheriflf Tom 
Wilkinson. 
The tracking of Steig was 
a good piece of detective work as 
has ever occurred in this state. Two 
officers from Cincinnati spent a week 
here looking for him, and all that time 
he was employed at the Bass Machine 
works as a laborer and was constantly 
outside working in the foundry yards. 
Cunningham found that a trunk was to 
be shipped him at Fort Wayne. He 
came ahead of the trunk and learned 
that it was to be sent to the paper- 
mills on the St. Joe river, five miles 
north of the city to Fred Webber. 
Detective 
Cunningham 
had never 
seen his man, but, going there, he im- 
personated an expressman, and called 
out that he had a trunk for a man 
named Webber. 
Webber at once an- 
swered that it was his. 
Before he was 
aware of it Cunningham had the hand- 
coffs on him, and had thrown him into 
a buggy and was on his way to Fort 
Wayne. On arriving in this city Steig 
employed an attorney, who at once got 
out a writ of habeas corpus 


Sheriff Schott, of Cincinnati, came 
here last night, forced his prisoner into 
a buggy and ^ith Cunningham and 
Wilkinson drove Steig to the Ohio state 
line out of the reach of Hoosier courts. 


Steig was a "trusty" about the Cin- 
oiiiuati jail. 
He eloped with Mattie Ri- 
ser, who was held as a witness, and came 
with her to this city \where she left him.

shot his mother twice and then nearly 
beheaded her with an ax. No motive 
for the crime^ can be assigned, except 
that he was angry at what seemed to 
him to be an evidence of favoritism 
shown to his sister by his mother on the 
day of the murder. 
He expected to go 
to Eaton with hi6 mother to get a suit of 
clpthes, but instead his father took his 
sister to town and thus he was left at 
home with his mother.

In the course of a year 703,254 
entered and 697,769 individuals were 
liberated, leaving a residue of 99,973 
still in prison. 
Women formed about 
8 per cent, of the convicted. 
Notwith- 
standing a certain amelioration of sani 
tary appliances in the jails, the rate of 
mortality remained stationary. 
Of the 
88,002 prisoners who were treated in 
hospital, there were 2,189 men, 246 
women, and 546 children. 
In this re- 
spect the Island of Saghalien stood in 
the worst position, its sick list showing 
a total of 66 per cent, on the year, but 
the number of deaths there is not 
given. 
Diseases arising from humidity, 
insufiScient ventilation, and defective 
sanitary arrangements are the chief 
scourges of the state prisons. 
Among 
the 4,029 persons who passed through 
the prisons of St. Petersburg, 2,675 
were accused of theft, 139 of political 
offenses, one of t)igamy, and one of 
apostasy. 
The 
largest 
number of 
offenders belonged to the artisan class 
not one is specified as a peasant. 
The 
expenses of the penitentiary service in 
the whole empire amounted to 11,798, 
614 rubles, being a diminution of 521, 
239 rubles upon the expenditure of th« 
preceding year. 
This economy was 
partially effecttid by reducing the cost 
of the equii)m«nit of the prisoners 
There was a falling off in the receipts 
derived from the 
products of 
the 
prisoners' industry from 133,750 ruble 
in 1884 to 103,53(} rubles in 1885. More 
over, the 
eoal-niioing 
company 
of 
Saghalien, whieli is r4upi)lieil with con- 
_ vict labor, paid to the State 31,150 
Î rubles for the rights «conceded to it.

OBNTZIKMXN—We have been reqaested 
to submit to your body a proposition, 
relative to fomiahing natural gas for 
supplying Fort Wayne. 


We conti^>l a gas field lying within 
from thirty-seven (37) to fifty (50) miles 
of this oity, containing a most abundant 
supply of gas of the beet quality. 


If a company shall be formed to pipe 
gas to Fort Wayne from this field, with 
a stock capital of $500,000 paid up, we 
will pat down in this territory, at our 
own expense, wells sufScient to fnrnish 
thirty million (30,000,000) feet of gas per 
day (which quantity we deem amply 
sufficient to supply all the wants of the 
eity), convey to such 
company our 
leases for the territory where the wells 
are situated; we will also furnish the 
right of way for pipes from the wells to 
the corporate limits of the oity; the 
company to lay the necessary pipes anc 
we will take in payment thereof ten 
thousand ($10,000) dollars in money and 
one hundred thousand ($100,000) dollars 
in the capital stock of such company 
This proposition shall remain open for 
acceptance for the next sixty (60) day 
only.

This proposition was referred to 
committee of five, consisting of Messrs. 
White, Winch. Seavy, Beach and Moy- 
nihan, to report at the next meeting, if 
pc38ible, upon the feasibility of organ 
izing such a company as mentioned.

Whereas, The question of a water sup 
ply is uppermost in the minds of the 
people of Fort Wayne and now before 
the oounoU for final solution; and 


Whereas, The welfare of over 35,000 
inhabitants and the safety of property 
demand immediate action; therefore be

Resolved, That the Business Men's ex- 
change (embracing in its membership 
some of the heaviest tax-payers in the 
oity) believes the St. Joe river to be the 
most available, purest and best natural 
source of water supply touching Fort 
Wayne. 


And the exchange further recognizes 
that the feeder canal not only reaches 
and controls the head waters of that 
great stream, but has ready facilitiea to 
convey the entire flow into the heart of 
the city; therefore, 


It appears to the exchange that the 
purchase of the canal is the most desira- 
ble, economical and profitable invest- 
ment the oity can make, embracing as it 
does a supply, water power and lake 
possibihtiee; therefore, 


The exchange most respectfully and 
very earnestly urges the council to give 
the propcwition now before them favor- 
able consideration and bring about the 
desired result, that the people of Fort 
Wayne may forever enjoy a cheap, 
wholesome and perpetual water supply.

One of the raresfc, and oevtaia|y OM 
of the most interesting books in th« 
iirary of the British Museum, is what 
our ancestors called a "horn-book." It 
was, in faot, their primer, ^ e cnrdinary 
means bv which they began tilieir edu- 
cation; and down to the r e i ^ of Gtoorg* 
n . must have been very oommpft, fOK 
we see by an entry in the adoonnl*boolE 
of the Archer family tlxat one was sold 
in 1729 for twopence. 
At present there 
is no book more difficult to obtain. 
The 
one in the British Museum was found a 
quarter of a century ago in ft d«ftp 
closet built in the thick wiJls of aa 
old farmhouse in Derbyshire, tt ia 
said a laborer engaged in pulling down 
the walls of the ancient house raeo|r- 
nized it as that from which his lather 
had been taught to read. 
Upon the 
back is a picture of Charles-I«oa hone- 
back, giving some approximation to its 
date. 
It is a single leaf, contaiiiiag 
upon the front side tha alphabet, large 
and smi^, in old English and Roman 
etters, ten short columns of mono- 
syllables founded on the vowela, and 
the Lord's Prayer; all set in a frame of 
oak, now black with age, and protected 
by a slice of transparent horn, hanee 
the name horn-book. 


There is a handle by which to hold 
it, and in the handle a hole for a string» 
so it could hang from the girdle. JL 
picture of 1720 represents a child nm- 
ning in leading strings with a horn- 
book tied to her side. 
A cheaper kind 
of horn-book had the leaf of printed 
paper pasted on the horn, and perha|M 
the greater number were made in this 
way. 
If so, it is not singular that they 
should be scarce, for they would be 
very easily destroyed. Shensto&e wrifeea 
in 1742 of 


"Books of statnr* small. 
While with peUucld horn BecnxedaU 
To save from fingers wet the letters fair." 
The alphabet upon the hom-booka 
was always headed by a cross, and so 
frequently called Christ Cross Bow, or 
in common speech, the Criss Cross Bow, 
this being the title under which a yvtj 
worn specimen is catalogued at Oxford.

Central American Republics. 


There is a stronsj tendency in oar 
day, among the more enlightened na- 
tions, not only to approach to^?•ard 
those republican institutions which the 
people of the United States enjoy, but 
to aidopt some form of union; or federa- 
ation, in more or less respects resemb- 
ling our own. 


The two great empires of Central 
Europe — Grermany 
and Austria- 
Hungary—have been converted, within 
the past twenty-five years, into federal 
anions, in which each component State 
manages its local affairs, while the 
common interests and defence of the 
States are managed by the Central 
Grovernment. 


There is, moreover, an active and 
([rowing movement to form the king- 
(ioms and colonies of the British Em- 
)ire into a vast federation, each to have 
ts own local legislature to make local 
laws and regulations, and the Imperial 
Parliament to deal with objects com- 
mon to alL 


A somewhat similar plan is proposed 
to be carried out by the five turbulent 
little 
Central American 
republics, 
which lie close together between Mexico 
and the Isthmus of Panama. 
These 
States constituted the Central Ameri- 
can Federation from 1823, just after the 
Spanish rule had been thrown off, un- 
til 1839, when they flew into fragments, 
and set up, each for itself, an inde- 
pendent government. 


One or two attempts have been made 
since then to re-unite these little re- 
publics. 
The last wás that of Barrios, 
who was for many years Dictator of 
Guatemala, and who lost his life in the 
attempt. But now a renewed effort, 
peaceable in its nature, has been made, 
and a treaty has already been accepted, 
forming a more intimate tie between 
these republics than has existed sinc<? 
1839. 


This treaty provides that "perpetual 
peace shall exist between the republics; 
that all differences shall be arranged; 
and that, in the event of this proving 
impossible, such differences shall be 
submitted to arbitration." 


The exiimple of greater and more 
enlightened nations has thus had a 
good influence upon these little, jealous, 
and hitherto quarrelsome States, which 
have been from time to time domi- 
neered over by military dictators, and 
can only take" rank, at best, as sehii- 
civilized communities. 


The five States, ranged along the 
coast of the Pacific and the Carribean 
Sea, from north to south, are Guate- 
mala, Honduras, Salvador, Nicaragua, 
and Costa Rica. 


All are nominally republican and 
their governments are modelled to some 
extent upon that of the United States. 
Each has a president and a legislativo 
body of one or two chambers. 


Of the five republics, Guatemala is 
the largest and the most thriving, its 
area nearly fifty thousand square miles. 
Next in population is Salvador, with 
six hundred and thirty 
thousand, 
though its area is much the smallest of 
aU. 


These little States have had "history" 
in abxmdanee. They have often been af- 
flicted with civil wars, and have also been 
often aroused, by jealousies, to conflicts 
with each other. 
They have been too 
prone to imitate, in these respects, 
their larger neighbor, Mexico. 


It may be that now that they see the 
far greater blessings of concord and 
mutual co-operation, a brighter era is 
in Btore for them. 
They are so nearly 
our own neighbors, and they haTe so 
many industrial interests in common 
with us, that our cordial good wishes 
will attend their effort to put an end to 
the period of strife, and to dwell to- 
gether in amity. 


In order to attain this end, it is alto- 
gether probable that the five-república 
Will soon adopt the federative form, 
leaving each one still independent in 
dealing with its own affairs, and estab- 
lishing a common executive and con- 
gress for purposes of mutiial defence 
and well-being. 
Such a result will cer- 
tainly tend to ensure greater liberty 
uid prosperity to each and all of them.
